teenage boys face a total of six 
murder charges after leading 
police to 23 mutilated bodies 
and telling a horror story of 
homosexual torture killings. 


Police say Ihey believe as 


many as seven mure bodies may 
lie found. 


Murder with malice charges 


were filed early today against 
Elmer Wayne Henley Jr., 17, 
and David Brooks, 18. 


They told police they had 


procured other teen-age boys for 
homosexual assaults by Dean 
Corll, 33. Henley told police he 
sliot Corll lo death Wednesday. 


Henley was charged with Iwo 


counts of murder for the deaths 
of Marly Hay Jones, 18, and 
Charles C. Cobble, 17. Harris 
County Asst. Disl. Atty. Michael 
J. 
Hinton .said Jones was 


strangled with a cord and Coh- 
ble was shot to death, both on 
July 27. 


Brooks was charged for the 


murder 
of 
William 
Kay 


Lawrence, 15, oti July 10. 
Lawrence was strangled with a 
cord.

Jones, Cobble and Lawrence 


are the only victims who have 
been identified.

In Transportation Snarl 


Watting a predicted signing by 


President Nixon is a House-Senale 
compromise on federal aid In trans- 
portation. 


Mass transit in recent years has 


received wide acclaim as the answer to 
the metropolitan predicament of morn 
highways tending to expand the traffic 
bottlenecks rather than to uncork 
them. 


Ecologists and energy conserva- 


tionists are strong supporters of the 
idea that a bus or a train coach can 
haul more people faster and cheaper 
than by their passengers driving their 
own cars. 


Others see mass transit as the last 


hope to revive decaying downtowns. 


The theory creates a multi-dimen- 


sional argument. 


Mass transit in our area would be no 


solution whatever to simplify the frus- 
tration of driving US-33 from the Twin 
Cities to Niles. Furthermore, our traf- 
fic densities are so spotty that only a 
king's ransom could subsidize a mass 
transit operating deficit. 


The city fathers in Baltimore and 


Boston maintain their communities 
will soon choke unless highway cons- 
truction soon does not yield to mass 
transit. 


Mayor Daley faces a double conun- 


dum in Chicago. His controversial 
Crosslown Expressway is needed. At 
the same time if the bankrupt Chicago 
Transit Authority closes down, the 
street congestion will become a night- 
mare. Daley's problem is finding the 
state and federal money to save both 
projects. 


His Honor's dilemma is nationwide. 
Local revenues to finance road con- 


struction or to install mass transit are 
nonexistent. The state treasuries are 
nearly as flat. And no underwriter in 
the country could inveigle private in- 
vestment into mass transit.

The Highway Action Coalition, thus 


far, has had the best pickings. 


This lobbying combine of highway 


engineers and private contractors has 
the federal trust fund. An annual 
mulli-buillion output from U.S. fuel 
and car parts excises, at its disposal. 
MAC, quite apparently, regards the 
trust fund with the reverence the Arab 
world accords Mecca. 


If mass transit is to move beyond the 


talking stage, it needs help either from 
the trust fund or the Treasury's 
general fund.

The House has opposed raiding it. 


The Senate indorses it. The Adminis- 
tration is thought to approve the 
piracy, but under no circumstances at 
the hazard of overloading an already 
swollen budget.

Reader Urges Parents 
To Warn Young Cyclists 


D. E. Atkinson, a pick-up and 


delivery rider, has a letter to the editor 
on this page that every Twin Cities 
area parent should read. The life they 
save may he their own child's. 


Atkinson points out (here are signs 


on both ends of St. Joseph's Blos- 
somland bridge reading "Bicycle Rid- 
ing Prohibited." Still, as he drives 
across the bridge, he "ever so many 
times" sees children pedaling their 
bikes across the span. 


Atkinson feels parents should tell 


their youngsters the bicycle ban is for 
the children's own protection. He 
hopes all children are warned "before 
someone gets hurt, as ... 
has hap- 


pened before." 


Reader Atkinson is so right! As a 
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matter of fact, the bicycle-riding 
prohibition stems from a fatal ac- 
cident that occurred on the' bridge 
June 3, 1960. Victim was the 16-year- 
old, only son of a local industrial 
executive. 


The youth was riding his bike on the 


sidewalk of the bridge and looked back 
momentarily to check on a rear fender 
carrier. He lost control of his cycle and 
fell under the wheels of a passing 
semi-trailer truck, dying almost ins- 
tantly. 


St. Joseph police are well aware of 


the bridge hazard and recently have 
issued several tickets to young riders. 
Tickets for other hazardous viola- 
tions—like two passengers or no 
lights—have 
been 
issued, 
too. 


Generally, a ticket costs the violator 
yi'i- 


But police don't want the fines; they 


simply want to make bike riders help 
protect temselves. Fines are one way 
to do that. But probably the best way i.s 
for parents lo keep reminding their 
children, as Header Atkinson sug- 
gests. 


It's legal to push a bike across 


Blossomland bridge. So the youngsters 
don't have any excuse to risk their 
lives.

Fraud By Mail 


To Eddie, the idea seemed 


like a sure thing. He mailed out 
phony invoices to a number of 
businessmen, billing them for 
ads they had never ordered, and 
wailed for the money, to roll in, : 


Some money did. But so did 


two federal investigators, who 
haled Eddie into court on a 
charge of "using the mails to 
defraud." In short order he 
landed in jail, following the path 
of countless gcl-rich-quick ar- 
tists who have run afoul of the 
United States Post Office. 


Under our legal system, most 


crimes are local. Robbery and 
riot, murder and mayhem or- 
dinarily cotrm under the juris- 
diction of local governments. 


But mail fraud is federal 


business, because the Constitu- 
tion gives exclusive control of 
the postal system to the federal 
government. 


Of course, to constitute the 


crime, the fraudulent scheme 
must include some significant 
use of the mails. However, that 
need not he the central feature. 
Consider, for example, the case 
of a roan who used chicanery to 
sell lots in a cemetery. All of his 
sales were made in person, not 
by mail. 


But he followed up with let- 


ters to bis customers, partly to 
allay their suspicions and partly 
to discourage them from taking 
him into court. Such use of ihe 
mails, a court ruled afterward, 
was enough to support a federal 
charge against him for fraud. 


Still, there must really be 


fraud, not just deft sales- 
manship, fn another case a 
woman was accused of mail 
fraud because she had been 
selling "lucky stones" through 
the mail.

analysts argued, persuasively 
and quite understandably, that

President Nixon either would 
resign, or ought to. 


Among |he most perceptive 


was Garry Wills, a writer of 
lean, brilliant prose who is both 
under-read and insufficiently 
appreciated in Washington. 


His thesis, which a lot of us 


came to second or third hand, 
was that Mr. Nixon — accus- 
tomed to crises which he could 
deal with by self-devised for- 
mula — had in Watergate an 
open-ended mess which was es- 
sentially beyond his control. 
From this it was easy to move to 
the 
presumption 
that 
the 


President would be forever on 
the defensive, would be unable 
to govern, 
and would 
(or 


should) soon recognize this. 


In Phase Two. it was widely 


written that Mr. Nixon would 
Ride It Out. 'If the White House 
chandeliers tinkled noisily in 
the shaky days while former 
Nixon counsel .John Dean was 
"documenting" the mess, they 
quieted as the President's most 
prestigious aides moved to 
center stage. 


National polls showed him 


plunging 
to 
new lows 
in 


.popularity, bql a "plebiscite" 
taken by the National Observer 
suggested that most people — 
obviously including a substan- 
tial proportion of the many 
Americans who think he was 
"involved" in Watergate one 
way or another — thought Mr. 
Nixon should slay. Sentiment in 
Congress 
for 
impeach mcnt 


could be measured with an 
cyedropper. 


The President's hard-core 


supporters, and nobody seems 
quite sure of their numbers or 
their proportion of the elec- 
torate, touched off a chorus of 
angry rebuttal's, claiming the 
Ervin committee and. others 
were 
gunning for him 
as 


hunters sometimes pursue a 
wounded animal. 


Again understandably, some 


observers could not forget the 
day in April when the car of 
touted lawyer John Wilson, 
counsel to both the President's 
resigned 
to 
aides, 
John 


Ehrlichman and U.K. (Bob) 
Halricmaii, was parked on the 
White House driveway. It was 
believable that the group that 
day weighed 
favorably Mr. 


Nixon's chances of survival, if 
not new popularity, against the 
testimony of lesser aides.

John Mitchell, a ramrod turned 
willowy reed, staggered but did 
not fall. Ehrlichman. and Hal-

Butz Won't Use 
Price Powers 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Secretary of Agriculture Earl L. Butz 


says he doesn't intend to exercise the sweeping powers given 
him the new farm bill to control food prices. 


Butz commented at a news conference Friday shortly after the 


White House announced that President Nixon had signed the 


Nixon said the landmark legislation should spur full produc- 


tion, help fight inflation, protect farmers against risks and ul- 
timately benefit taxpayers and consumers. 


The measure gives Butz almost unlimited authority to raise 


food prices. 


Asked if he intended to exercise that authority, Butz noted 


that the administration had not asked for the power. 


"Regardless of legislation, no mambcr of the Cabinet has 


unlimited authority in the 9xeculive branch of government" he 
said. "Even Earl Bulz is not so rash as to fly in the face of the 
President on an item like this. 


"What this authority gives is really authority to make 


recommendations to the President. As you all know decision- 
making on things like this is a joint process." 


The bill requires thb President to make "appropriate adjust- 


ments ' in the top prices of certain food items that the secretary 
of agnculture certifies to be in short supply without any means 
of boosting supplies. The items include meat, poultry, vegeta- 
bles, fruit and other farm products except forestry and fishery 
products. 


While Butz was downplaying his role under the bill, Rep 


Harold V. Frochlich, R-Wis., author of the provision, released a 
letter to him saying the legislation required that he assume a 
responsibility "that you cannot avoid" even though his actions 
may prove temporarily unpopular with some interests 


The "plight of the beef industry is well known," Froehlich

D 


ressed in a dark suit and con- 
servative tie, Mark Donohue 
could pass for almost any other 


high-salaried young business executive. 


Donohue, who is a young 36, could 


even be a business executive. He has a 
degree in mechanical engineering from 
Brown University in Providence, R.I., 
and an additional one and a half years 
of graduate study in business. 


But Mark's attire when he's at work 


is not the kind you buy at a men's 
store. It's a fireproof suit made of a 
plastic-type substance called Nomex. 
That's because Donohue is a race 
driver—perhaps the best in America 
today, and certainly one of the best 
five or six in the world. 


While other race drivers often act 


and talk as tough as the pavements on 
which they drive, Mark, who's known 
as "Captain Nice," presents quite a dif- 
ferent image. He is notoriously easier 
to deal with than, say, A. J. Foyt, who 
is called "Tough Tony" because of his 
often-irascible manner. Donohue sug- 
gests that his "Captain Nice" label is 
not entirely accurate. "It's true that 1 
don't mouth off a lot, and I'm usually 
agreeable with people. But if it's a cou- 
ple of days before a big race like the 
Indianapolis 500, and someone comes 
up to ask me something not directly 
connected with the race, he's going to 
walk away thinking I'm pretty awful. 
I'm not in a mood for small talk then." 


Mark brings his businesslike de- 


meanor to what is perhaps the most 
businesslike operation in racing today. 
He's the No. I driver for Roger Penske 
Racing, headed by former sports-car 
whiz Roger Penske. Leaving little to 
chance, Penske employs as brilliant a 
corps of mechanics and engineers as 
exists in American racing. Often work- 
ing from 8:30 a.m. till past nine at 
night, these men turn out the racing 
machinery that enables Donohue and 
other Penske drivers to wage all-out 
assaults on the nation's racetracks. 


When he's not racing or inspecting 


cars here and abroad, Mark is a reg- 
ular at the Penske Racing headquarters, 
near his home in Newtown Square, a 
Philadelphia suburb. "I'll put in incred- 
ibly long hours at the shop," he says. 
"When you're at this level of racing, 
you have to invest the time and hours 
because this is your business." Dono- 
hue has been known to spend the night 
sleeping on a cot in the garage in order 
to get an early start the next morning.

"At high speed, the engine cover lifted, and the 
magnesium car went crashing into a wall, turning 
cartwheels as it spun sickeningly into fragments." 


Excesses of this type have led to sepa- 
ration from his wife, Sue, the mother of 
two young sons, Michael and David. 


Starting with his own Elva Courier, a 


small sports car that he drove in his first 
amateur race at Lime Rock, Conn., in 
1960 (he finished fourth), Mark has 
become one of the most prosperous 
men in motor sports. He has won on 
the oval-track courses of the U.S. Auto 
Club and the National Association for 
Stock Car Auto Racing; he is also one 
of Ihe finest road race drivers this 
country has produced, with victories 
in the Canadian-American Challenge 
Cup series (Can-Am), the Trans-Amer- 
ican Championship (Trans-Am), and 
Ihe Formula 5000, or Continental 
Championship. 


Despite all the triumphs, Mark feels 


that "speed is not the primary goal in 
racing. What good is it if you have the 
fastest car if it only last* a few miles? 
We strive to see that the car stays to- 
gether for the full distance of a race, 
like the 500 mites at Indianapolis and 
the other big races. You have to finish 
all 500 miles in order to win. And any- 
thing besides winning is a failure." 


Mark's experiences in the Indianap- 


olis 500 offer graphic proof that speed 


isn't everything in racing. In 1971, his 
car was the fastest in practice runs, 
achieving speeds of more than 180 
mph. But on race day, after building up 
a sizable early lead, Donohue was 
forced to drop out on the 66th lap of 
the 200-lap event due to a broken gear. 


In 1972, on the other hand, Dono- 


hue couid summon less horsepower 
from his machine than several com- 
petitors at Indy. But at the end of the 
500-mile grind, Mark had the nose of 
his number 66 dark-blue McLaren in 
front of the field. His purse for winning 
the race amounted to nearly $200,000, 
the largest one-day haul of his career. 
His annual earnings now are said to 
approach the $500,000 mark. 


Bumps and bruises are constant rid- 


ing companions of every man who 
steps into the cockpit of a racing ma- 
chine. Most drivers accept pain sto- 
ically, and Donohue is no exception. A 
couple of years ago Mark appeared at a 
press conference in New York with 
heavy bandages over his left eye and 
cheek. When asked what had happened 
to his eye, Donohue shrugged and said, 
"Oh, a piece of metal was on the track 
yesterday when I was testing the car 
and it flew up and hit me in the eye. I 


just needed a few stitches." 


Shortly after his Indianapolis 500 


victory in 1972, Donohue was testing 
his car in Atlanta for an upcoming 
race. At high speed, the engine cover 
lifted, and the magnesium car went 
crashing into a wall, turning cartwheels 
as it spun sickeningly into fragments. 


Mark's left knee was badly damaged. 


"The bottom of the leg was turned 
away from the knee," he recalls, and a 
lengthy hoapitalization was required. 


Mark's passion for cant first over- 


came him as a boy in Summit, N. J., 
where he started driving his father's 
car in their curving driveway when he 
was nine. 


Though his parents opposed Mark's 


racing in the beginning, they are among 
his big fans now. Mark, Sr., is a patent 
lawyer and a partner in a New York 
law firm.

Drivers lAofiY Know... 


How to be a "Mileage Miser" with 
Your fuel dollar 
By* 


D 


rive like a "mileage miser," 
and you can stretch your gas- 
oline mileage 20 to 40 per- 


cent Maybe more. Here's how expert 
fuel savers (most of them professional 
drivers) do it. And bow you. can, too. 


Think hot Right off, you can cut 


fuel use 8-20 percent on summer days 
by not using your air conditioner. 
Among accessories, it's your car's No. 
1 power (thus gas) squanderer. You 
can shave off another five percent sim- 
ply by operating your engine nor- 
mally hot: 240°F. when your radiator 
is filled with the usual 50/50 mix of 
antifreeze and water, and is capped 
with a high-pressure cap. A hot en- 
gine burns fuel most efficiently. To 
raise engine temperature in around- 
town driving (where, normally, an 
engine never warms enough for com- 
plete combustion), reduce the amount 
of air that can flow through the radi- 
ator. Simply blank out a portion of 
the radiator grille with any air-re- 
sistant material. That's what those 
sports-car "radiator blankets" do. 


Rtty mpli - the "magic" speed. 


Everybody knows speed wastes gas. 
Not many know how much—or pre- 
cisely why. Above 50 mph, fuel con- 
sumption soars. The fuel wasters are 
wind resistance and the high-speed 
"jet" in your carburetor, which, above 
50 mph, literally gushes gas. You can 
reduce fuel consumption a hard-to- 
bel ieve 25 percent by cruising the 
highway at 50 mph instead of 70—and 
il percent by keeping to 50 rather 
than 60 mph. 


Spark plugs can save you ten 


percent A tune-up, new spark plugs 
and a little grease in the right places 
can whack another ten percent — or 
more—off fuel consumption. Burnt or 
worn spark plugs—which prevent full 
combustion-can waste one gallon in 
ten! Mistimed ignition systems, fast- 
idling engines, dirty air filters or car- 
buretors-all waste gas. 


Yes, over-fnffate your tires I 


Friction is a mileage murderer. Poor 
lubrication on wheel bearings, for ex- 


ample, saps engine power—and mile- 
age. So do too soft tires. Keep yours 
inflated to the maximum recom- 
mended by the manufacturer — and, 
say the experts, inflate them four 
pounds higher than recommended on 
long trips or with heavy loads. 


And use only lightweight oil in the 


engine, transmission and rear axle. 
Using SAE 20 motor oil instead of 
heavy SAE 40 can save you 1.2 miles 
per gallon. 


Thermometer vs. gas. Don't travel 


in really blustery weather-especially 
if you'll be driving most of the way 
against the wind. Head winds can cut 
your mileage 20 percent (up to SO 
percent if you drive a camping-type 
vehicle). In winter and on the hottest 
summer days, restrict how far and 
how much you drive. Both seasons 
are gas robbers, particularly winter. 
Fuel mileage plunges as the thermom- 
eter falls. 


The m<les-per-gallon meter. 


Even if you think you know most of 
the tricks of fuel-economy driving, 
you'll learn more if you install one of 
the new fuel-flow meters. It tells you 
at a glance how many miles per gallon 
you're getting. Or wasting. Average 
drivers should recoup the electronic 
device's cost (about $80) in as little 
as 12,000 miles. The meter shows the 
gas waste in jackrabbit starts, quick 
lone changes and accelerating as you 
climb a hill. 


Here are some more metered tips 


for gas-saving driving: 


—Maintain steady speed and a 


steady foot on the accelerator. 


—Anticipating a stop, get off the ac- 


celerator as soon as you can. 


—Spend as little time (and fuel) 


idling as possible. Stopped in traffic 
or waiting for a light, shut off your 
engine. And rather than idling to 
warm up the engine, start right out, 
warming it at a modest speed. 


—Use second gear only when you 


must. Driving in second rather than in 
fuel-economizing high gear 
cuts mileage 15 percent.
